Mending the CO Y N. 


It appearing the Intereſt as well as the Defire of the KING and his People, That 
ſome Regulations ſhould this Seſſions be made in the C O 1 N, and the Sence 
of many that have it that the Loſs by Clipt Money ,in ſome meaſure occafioned 
byPublick Connivance,ſhould be by thePublick made good as well as theStandard 
Preſerved ; That is, what Silver is Coyned ſhould continue ſo to be ( as hither- 
toit has been)at 5 5. and2.d. per Ounce, being what will be moſt for preſer- 
ving the Honour of England, and moſt for the Intereſt of Fis Majeſty , and 
the Head Owners of Lands in the point of Revenue and Rents, and that 
thu may be done with more Juſtice, Eaſe, and leſs Expence to the Nation then 
it can by Raifing the Standard, and making more Money by Tale from a Pound 
of Silver, then ;, the preſent Standard is allowed to be made , and that as 
to what relates to Forreign Trade, au Ounce of Silver, call it what you will # 
but an Ounce, and will purchaſe no more in a great many Pieces than in few, 
and that by being jo made into fewer Pieces, twill not be kept longer from being 
carryed abroad, and that as much Silver will be brought to be Coyned when the 
01d Standard ſhall ſo anew be Eſftabliſht, that no Money debaſed by Clipping or 
otherwiſe, ſhall longer paſs in the Kingdom, are Poſitions if trade in 
Print, they ſoon will, and may be eafie m Print (having been ſo already )main- 
tained,and that the Difficulties to be feared in effeting this matter,with Ho- 
nour, Satisfation, and Juſtice to all Parties concerned, and without Interrup- 
tion of Trade,and with as little Expence to the Nation , as a thing of thu na- 
tre can be, may noway obſtruit the Trying to do it at thu time, | 


Is PROPOSE D, 
I, * Hat a Fund of 50000 /. yearly (to which the late Houſe of Com- 
mons ſeemed willing) ſhould be fſetled to make good the 
Lols, which cannot well be conceived to amount to what the {aid 50000 /. 
yearly will (in the manner hereafter Propoſed) make good, and ſome eaſie 
Fund may be found for it. 


2. That a Million of Money (which alſo may this way be cafily raiſed) in 
Clipt Half Crowns, be ſunk by a Lotcery,which "cisbelieved will take them all 
up ; and it that it be Enated, That ſuch ſhall be taken for Tickets, and that 
no perſon ſhall be obliged to take any Clipt Halt Crowns (any otherwiſe than 
by Weight) after Three Months , they all will come tumbling in, and the 
Owners of them will be pleaſcd , having a Courteſie done them. Suppo- 
{ing ſuch Allowance in the Lottery given , that every Adventurer ſhall be no 
Loofer by it, which 4o s. yu tor each 10. paid in for cach Ticket will 
do. 795 91ven 33» Jeaven 1/017 one! 

And, "Whereas 40050 /. yearly, (beſides a Rebate) for a Sixteen years 
Term,worth 3o0000!. to bring inthe Money was allowed as a Gittin the laſt, 
a bare 50000. in Money, put into a 1000 Fifty pound Prizes, will be ſuff- 
cient to do it in this, and a Fund of 200200 /. may be ef tound for it. 

3- That the reſt of the Clipr and Silver Money , Sixpences and Shillings, 
ſhould be rece:ved by the King(as now 'tis) in all Loans and Payments what- 
ſoever, to be made in the Exchequer, for Six Months after the Three allowed 
for the Half Crowns, and that nothing but Silver Money (as now 'ris) ſhould 
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(2) 
during that time, be taken for Taxes by the Crown. T lis viliinthit time 
bring it all into the Exchequer, if itbe made publick, Tir His Majfty 
will not, and that no other ſhall be obliged ro take it (but Ly voght) utter- 
wards; this will keep it Currant for publick Convecicnce, ior to long as the 
King takes it , and will make the Owners williogiy parc with it tothe Pub- 
lick, that it may not remain, and afterwards tail in their Hands. 

This leaves not the leaſt room for Complaint, cvcry Owner of Clipt Mo- 
ney having opportunity given him to part with, wirtout Lots it he will. and 
ſo in no fort will give Diſcontent,nor prove any way Prejudic:al to the Cur- 
rant Trade of the Nation, but on the contrary, bring out the heavy Money 
laid up of late, in hope that the Standard would be railed ; v hich (in ca{e it be 
not by Authority )will go for no more than its weight,and whilſt th1s is doing,to 
much New Money, from the old Melted down, will be Coyned, as with the 
help of the Old Money unclipt , will ſerve for the Publick Convenience , 
and not interrupt Trade 1n the leaſt. 

Now to this 'twill be preſently ObjeQed, 

If your Money now Currant be allowed to long to pals, as belore is pro- 
poſed, the Clipping Trade ſtill will go on. To which it may ke ant wered, 
and fo 'twill if nothing be done, and the inconvenience that would accrew 
tothe Pcoplein general , if the Currancy of it were ſtopt all at once would 
certainly be greater by much. And it may 

Further be laid, 

IF the King takes the Million in half Crowns, Propoſed to be raiſed by 
the Lottery as a good Million of Money, and the other One or Two Milli- 
ons (tho I cannot think ſo much will be) in the other Clipt Money, as good : 
Whereas in value it may not,(it may be) ariſe to above Three filths, one with 
another of it: that is, ſuppoſing every Million fo received not worth abov - 
6000007. What ſhall the King do, if he may not pay it out at the rate he 
received ir, for the other 4000007. which will of ſuch Million be wanting , 


Note, By this Propoſal his Majeſty's Aﬀairs need not to be diſappointed, 
nor toſuffer at all in the leaſt, ſince it may be avoided thus : 


Let the Money fo received by the Crown from the Lottery, halt Crowns 
and otherwiſe in Clipt Money be, (by Sworn Orhcers on purpoſe zppointed ) 
melted down and aflayed, and then by Weight and Fineneſs delivered to 
the National Land Bank, or other truſty Perſons for that purpoſe to be ap- 
pointed : and for every Hundred Pounds (reckoned at the Standard the 
Money ſhall be Coined at) that ſhall be wanting, of what 'twas taken by the 
King at, by Tale, let 51. yearly, out of the atoreſaid 500007. yearly, be 
ſettled (till paid off by Parliament,) which will fully enable fuch Bank, or 
other Perſons intruſted, to anſwer the King his full and whole Money by. 
Tale, as faſt as he'll draw it upon them; and the Money ſo Melted, may, 
and muſt forthwith be Coined ; and thus this may be done with all Juſtice 
and Eaſe, as aforeſaid. 
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
